DEFENDS 
HDV PLAN 

Controversial scheme 'will deliver jobs and housing', 
says Strickland as cabinet confirms preferred partner

HARINGEY Council has paved the 
way for its highly controversial £2bil- 
lion regeneration plan to transfer land 
and thousands of council homes to a 
private company, which it will half¬ 
own with a developer. 

The Labour-run local authority’s scheme to 
establish the Haringey Development Vehicle 
(HDV) has faced a storm of protest from coun¬ 
cillors on both sides of the town hall chamber 
as well as housing activists, having been 
deferred to allow more time to run the rule 
over it. 

Opponents say the scheme - aimed at deliv¬ 
ering 5,000 new homes as well as a new town 
centre in Wood Green over 20 years - is too 
risky because of its sheer scale and because 
the council would not have the financial 
reserves to bail it out if it failed. 

There is also concern that thousands of ten¬ 
ants from estates earmarked for demolition 
won’t be rehoused on their former estates and 
that many of the additional new homes won’t 
be “affordable”. 

The council’s cabinet confirmed developer 
Lendlease as its preferred partner at a meeting 
last week. 

By retaining ownership of the land, the 
council receives a 50-50 split of the profits, 
which, it says, will be ploughed back into pro¬ 
viding council services. 

Discussions about how the regeneration 
partnership will operate and be managed will 
now begin before a final decision on whether 
to proceed with the HDV is made by the coun¬ 
cil in the summer. 

“Confirming Lendlease as our preferred 
partner is a major step forward for our plans to

Cycle plans ‘put posties at risk 1

CYCLE route plans are putting Royal 
Mail workers at risk of being robbed, it 
has been claimed. 

A proposal to move a lay-by from out¬ 
side Palmers Green post office, in Green 
Lanes, across the road, has been attacked 
by the postmaster, who says its future is 
in doubt. 

And the Royal Mail says the plan poses 
a safety issue, carrying large quantities of 
cash and other valuable items a consider¬ 
able distance by foot, or crossing a busy 
road junction. 

The lay-by switch is being considered 
as part of the Cycle Enfield plans to cre¬ 
ate more cycle routes in the borough. 

Ben Ryall, Royal Mail collections man¬ 
ager, said: “We collect valuable items, 
which can be worth up to £5,000. 

“The council has offered us a lay-by 
across the road instead of next to the site. 
My concern is the risk of staff being 


robbed as they make deliveries. It is a 
busy post office and we visit it a lot.” 

Postmaster Parimal Bhatt said: “Since 
becoming postmaster four years ago I 
have invested a huge amount of time 
and money, making Palmers Green post 
office a far more attractive and pleasant 
place to visit. 

“With the internet, post offices have lost 
a large proportion of business and have 
had to diversify to survive. However, we 
still have our regular customers and I feel 
that my post office is a hub for the local 
community. I would hate to see it go.” 

David Burrowes, Enfield Southgate 
MP, who visited the site this week, said: 
“The likely problems for Palmers Green 
post office from the cycle lane highlights 
the lack of consultation and consideration 
of the concerns of high street businesses. 

“Enfield Council needs to do what it 
should have done last year which is sit 
down with post office and Royal Mail 
managers and work out a solution.” 

Daniel Anderson, the council’s cabinet 


member for environment, said: “We are 
working to find a resolution to the con¬ 
cerns. A meeting has been scheduled and 
is due to take place this week to discuss 
both the short-term issue of collections 
during the construction period as well as 
the options available to ensure these can 
continue in the longer term once con¬ 
struction is complete. 

“Cycle Enfield is committed to trans¬ 
forming our high streets and town centres 
while promoting more active forms of 
travel through the borough. We under¬ 
stand loading is critical for businesses to 
function and will work closely with all 
parties to ensure a better Enfield for all.”

TWO Enfield men have been convicted for perverting the course of 
justice after a witness in a murder trial was intimidated. 

Akram Chemlal, 18, of Burleigh Way, and Rowland Morrison, 19, 
of Stonycroft Close, Enfield Highway, were found guilty in a trial at 
Blackfriars Crown Court on Friday. 

A third man, Frank Tamale, 24, from Slough, Berkshire, was found 
guilty of the same charge. 

The case emerged after 19-year-old wins Deo and Charles Tamale, of 
St Edmunds Road, Edmonton, were convicted of stabbing 23-year-old 
Khiry Ford in the chest outside a birthday cele¬ 
bration after Mr Ford had tried to help partygoers 
who had been attacked and robbed by a group of 
young men including the Tamale brothers. 

Mr Ford was at the party in Haselbury Road, 

Edmonton, in November 2014 when he was 
attacked. He died in an ambulance on his way 
to hospital. 

In December 2015, the Tamales were sen¬ 
tenced to life imprisonment, to serve a minimum 
22 years, for murder, conspiracy to rob and con¬ 
spiracy to pervert the course of justice. 

In January 2015, while Charles Tamale was on 
remand, he established contact with his brother 
Frank Tamale and Morrison and references were 
made to threaten an individual whom they 
regarded as a “snitch”. 

In April 2015, a witness statement - which was 
passed to the defence team as required - was 
posted to an individual’s social media account 
twice. Chemlal was arrested the following day on 
suspicion of offences including witness intimida¬ 
tion. 

A search of the Twitter feed used to intimidate 
the witness resulted in the discovery of an image 
of a Christmas card from the Enfield Gangs Unit. 

The distribution of these cards was a crime pre¬ 
vention scheme warning known offenders to 
desist from criminality. 

The card in the photograph was addressed to 
“Akram”. Further inquiries linked the Twitter 
handle to Cherniaks Facebook page. 

While on remand Deo Tamale also made con¬ 
tact with his brother Frank and Morrison and a 
number of the conversations centred around tar¬ 
geting the witness whose statement had been 
posted on Twitter. 

The witness intimidated via Twitter was sepa¬ 
rate to the individual referred to by Morrison and 
Frank Tamale in January 2015. 

Frank Tamale was jailed for two years while 
Chemlal and Morrison were both sentenced to 
be detained a young offenders’ institution. 

Chemlal received nine months and Morrison was 
given 12 months. 

Detective Chief Inspector Mark Fawson, from 
the homicide and major crime command, said: 

“These individuals went to great lengths to intim¬ 
idate and cause fear to the witness who had come 
forward to assist police with the murder inquiry. 

“Prior the murder trial, Chemlal audaciously 
published online a witness statement disclosed to 
the defence counsel in his best effort to scare the 
individual into retracting their statement. 

“Not only was this witness targeted, but these 
men set about unearthing the identities of anyone 
else who had provided any information to the 
police in the hope that they too would be silenced 
and those responsible for Khiry’s murder would 
not be prosecuted.”

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‘Intervention can 
prevent fatalities’ 

Unit at the sharp end of gang violence

SET off to the side of the emergency department 
in North Middlesex University Hospital is a bed 
surrounded by bright children’s stickers of 
dinosaurs and butterflies. 

This is the bed where doctors fight to stabilise 
school-age youngsters admitted with knife 
wounds and other violent injuries. 

Staff in the children’s A&E department at the 
hospital, in Wilbury Way, Edmonton, treat about 
150 youngsters a day - 40,000 a year. 

Some of those are admitted as a result of 
youth-on-youth violence. 

Like every NHS department, it’s cash-strapped 
and is grateful for the £7,700 awarded by the 
Home Office to the Oasis Youth Support team - 
attached to A&E at North Middlesex. 

The paediatric youth violence team was set up 
in October 2014 to help hospital staff provide 
support to youngsters who kept reappearing in 
A&E due to anger management problems, 
assaults, fights and stabbings. 

Terrifying statistics show that incidents happen 
not on Friday and Saturday nights, like adult vio¬ 
lence, but between 4pm and 5pm when children 
are on their way home from school. 

Similar projects now run in London’s major 
trauma centres. 

But what makes the North Middlesex Univer¬ 
sity Hospital project so powerful is that it isn’t a 
major trauma centre - so doctors treat much 
younger patients for violent injuries. 

Dr Gayle Hann is the paediatric consultant for 
A&E and the named doctor for child protection 
at North Middlesex. 

She said: “We’re not a trauma centre here, 


so most of those cases will go to the Royal 
London Hospital [in Whitechapel]. 

“But we do have people walk in with knife 
wounds and even gunshot wounds and we’ll 
assess them and stabilise them here, or if neces¬ 
sary airlift them to the Royal London. 

“If we can target those kids brought in after 
punching walls and try and help them with their 
anger management and violent episodes, then 
that’s a great focus on prevention. 

“By intervening now, we hope we can prevent 
them becoming fatalities.” 

“This project hasn’t actually cost the NHS 
anything. If they end up in ITU (intensive care 
unit), you’re looking at hundreds of thousands 
of pounds. 

“For us, this is a great additional service to be 
able to offer young people.” 

It’s not a problem specific to Enfield, it’s a 
London-wide issue and the government has 
pledged an ongoing commitment to ending gang 
violence and exploitation. 

The cash will provide an additional youth 
worker in A&E at “peak” times and a girls-only 
group on Thursday evenings. 

Rebekah “Becks” Phillips, 28, an A&E out¬ 
reach worker, said: “About a quarter of the refer¬ 
rals are girls. Often we just act as a sounding 
board for them. 

“We help girls up to the age of 25, but they tend 
to be 16 and 17. We focus on anger violence, knife 
violence and retaliation and talk about choices. 

“With girls, there’s huge pressure centred 
around child sexual exploitation, social media, 
mental health issues, if they’ve witnessed vio¬ 
lence and post-traumatic stress issues. 

“They see they are not there to be judged. It’s a 
very good time to intervene in their lives.”

Thalidomide victims are suffering to this day

T HERE’S nothing like 
budgets to get people 
going and in the past two 
weeks we’ve had two - the 
council’s coming first, followed 
by Chancellor Philip Hammond’s 
last Wednesday, bringing a 
mixture of good and bad news. 

The council budget brought 
the bad news. Borrowing is to 
increase on a massive scale, 
projected to take total council 
debt during the next year close 
to £1 billion - and the interest on 
it has to be paid from our taxes. 

The scandal is that much of 
the new borrowing is not to 
build much-needed housing or 
care homes, but to set up and 
invest in a second property 
company. So we have the 
prospect of a property company 
run by Labour councillors with 
little experience gambling with 
your money. 

Meanwhile, expenditure on 
parks is to be cut, probably 
involving toilets being closed, 
£50k less will be spent on 
improving safety in schools, 
putting some of our children at 
risk, and £500k less will be 
available for the voluntary sector. 
There’s no money approved to 
maintain our roads and 
pavements, unless of course it’s 
a cycle lane. 

Thankfully, the other budget 
provided some good news. Some 
£2bn of new money will be 
provided by the government over 
three years to help fund adult 
social care. Enfield should 
receive around £llmillion over 
that period (£5.6m in 2017/18). 

Proposals to raise this new 
money from increased taxation 
have not been welcomed 
universally. It’s one of the 
dilemmas of government 
because generally speaking we 
all want more services, but do 
not have the same enthusiasm to 
pay for them ourselves. 


I WAS interested to see that the excel¬ 
lent historical drama Call the Midwife 
has been running a plotline involving 
the drug Thalidomide. 

Sadly, more than 50 years after the 
Thalidomide scandal was first expos¬ 
ed, it continues to blight the lives of 
thousands of people. Born severely 
disabled, they experience complex 
health problems. The condition of 
many continues to decline. 

As a percentage of our population, 
the numbers are not huge. In the whole 
of London and the South East, for 
example, the Thalidomide Trust knows 
of 109 Thalidomide survivors. 

Perhaps that is why the severe 
injustice they have suffered continues

Cystic fibrosis fundraiser’s 
£6,200 in David’s memory

A YOUNG father who never got to see his 
twin son and daughter after his life was 
tragically cut short was the inspiration behind a 
charity fundraiser. 

The event was held in memory of David 
Mason, who died from the hereditary disease 
cystic fibrosis. 

The 38-year-old’s two-year-old twins Lily Rose 
and James were at the fundraiser at the David 
Lloyd Centre, in Carterhatch Lane, Enfield, 
along with his widow Laura. 

They joined with family, friends and staff to 
help raise a total of £6,220 for the Cystic Fibrosis 
Trust to fund vital research. 

David learned he was to be a father just 
three months before his death in December 2013, 
having battled for 10 months against a rare 
lung infection which can be fatal for cystic 
fibrosis sufferers. 

“David never believed there was anybody for 
him or that anybody would take him on with his 
condition, but when he met and married Laura it 
was a love match and they were devoted to each 
other,” said his father Philip, 68, who helped 
organise the event at the centre where they were 
both members. 

“He was delighted when he found out Laura 
was pregnant with twins and although he knew 
he was to be father, he sadly never got to see his 
little son or daughter, who were born six months 
after his death,” he added. 

Philip and David’s mother Lynda, who live in 
Northaw, helped organise the special day. 

It included a cake and bake, a raffle with prizes 
donated by local businesses, an auction of signed 
football memorabilia and a fitness bike chal¬ 
lenge with David Lloyd staff and members com¬ 
peting to ride the furthest in individual one-hour 
stints over an eight-hour period. 

The aim was raise money for research as well 
as raise awareness of the disease, caused by a

faulty gene which is carried by more than two 
million people in the UK 
If two carriers have children, there is a one in 
four chance their child will have the condition 
which slowly destroys the lungs and digestive 
system with only half those diagnosed living 
beyond their 40th birthday. 

David father Philip said he was overwhelmed 
by the generosity of everyone who had donated 
and volunteered their time to support the cause 
and thanked them for their contribution. 

“There was a great community spirit. All the 
proceeds are now with the Cystic Fibrosis Trust 
to be used for further research into fighting a 
condition which takes the lives of people at such 
a young age,” he added.

Business rate hike ‘will 
hit traders’, warns Kober 


STRUGGLING traders and firms could face 
further financial hardship if the government’s 
proposed hike in business rates goes ahead, 
says Haringey Council. 

The local authority is urging Whitehall to 
hold off on introducing its forthcoming reval¬ 
uation of the tax, which is paid by non-domes¬ 
tic properties such as shops, offices, factories, 
warehouses industrial units and pubs. 

Rates are calculated on a property’s rateable 
value based on its annual market rent which is 
determined by average rents in an area. 


The council forecasts that bills could rise 
between five and 42 per cent for many of the 
borough’s businesses and wants the govern¬ 
ment to delay implementing the increase or 
reduce the rise this year to avoid threatening 
economic growth. 

Council leader Claire Kober claimed that 
pegging business rates to a national property 
valuation system failed to take account of ris¬ 
ing property values in Haringey and London, 
where firms’ profits have not kept pace with 
rising land values. 


“Rather than rush into this, we want the 
government to pause and think again so that 
we can be confident that local businesses will 
not collapse under the weight of fresh finan¬ 
cial pressures,” she said. 

“Instead of adopting a blanket national 
approach, the council wants to see a regional 
system for setting business rates, with local 
government given control over business rate 
levels, property valuations and local business 
rates relief schemes as part of the wider devo¬ 
lution of business rates.”

Specsavers is working with the Internation¬ 
al Glaucoma Association (IGA) on a health 
information campaign to raise awareness 
of the importance of regular eye examina¬ 
tions. The Elm initiative will coincide with 
World Glaucoma Week, which runs from 
March 12-18. 

'We're all familiar with the usual steps we 
can take to maintain a healthy lifestyle as we 
get older,' says Dr Nigel Best, Specsavers' 
clinical spokesperson. 'Fitbits and apps on 
our mobiles monitor our steps and sleep 
patterns - but our eye health can easily be 
neglected.' 

RNIB (Royal National Institute of Blind Peo¬ 
ple) and Specsavers' 'State of the Nation' re¬ 
port revealed that nearly 14 million people in 
the UK are not having their eyes tested every 
two years as recommended. 

'Conditions that can often affect our eyes 
over the age of 40 range from high blood 
pressure to age-related macular degenera¬

Karen Osborn, Chief Executive of the IGA, 
says: 'Glaucoma is found in 2% of the UK's 
population aged over 40. Most of those peo¬ 
ple have a slow developing form of the con¬ 
dition and we estimate that half of all cases 
- that's over 300,000 people - remain undi¬ 
agnosed and are unaware that they could be 
slowly losing their sight.' 

RNIB and Specsavers' research also re¬ 
vealed the total cost to the UK economy of 
sight loss in the adult population of the UK 
totalled £28.1 billion, leading to a huge 
burden on the economy due to easily pre¬ 
ventable vision-related issues. 

Sally Harvey, CEO of RNIB, adds: 'At least 
half of all sight loss is preventable. Regular 
eye tests and early detection on the high 
street, followed by timely intervention and 
management of eye health conditions, could 
help save your sight.'

Sisters are doing it for themselves

A FEMINIST direct action group has hijacked 
advertising space in Enfield to highlight a lack of 
funding for domestic abuse victims. 

More than 120 advertising spaces on Tubes, 
bus stops and billboards throughout north Lon¬ 
don - including Enfield - have been used by Sis¬ 
ters Uncut to expose the lack of areas available 
for victims of domestic abuse. 

The stunt coincided with International 
Women’s Day and the second budget under Prime 
Minister Theresa May. 

The posters highlight how many beds are avail¬ 
able for victim refuge. There are just 29 beds in 
Enfield, with eight reserved for specialist ser¬ 
vices. 

Last month the Prime Minister announced that 
she would bring in new regulations to help vic¬ 
tims of domestic abuse and the group is using the 
budget as an opportunity to ask Mrs May to “put 
her money where her mouth is”. 

Sisters Uncut was set up by domestic violence 
survivors and workers in the sector. 

Member Janelle Brown said: “As an MP, 
Theresa May voted through the budget cuts that 
brought about this crisis in the first place, so it’s 
infuriating that she’s suddenly saying she’ll help 


domestic violence survivors. It’s so disingenuous. 
She’s spent the last five years kicking the whole 
support sector down and is now suddenly offering 
a hand-up.” 

Another member Lara Jenkinson said: 
“Domestic violence legislation can’t take sur¬ 
vivors by the hand and guide them to freedom. 
They need expert support and somewhere safe to 
live. 

“If Theresa May truly cares, she needs to secure 
money for these lifesaving services.” 

She added that these services help women 
escape abuse, daily fear and harm and their role 
is essential, especially given that the risk of mur¬ 
der is highest when a victim tries to leave. 

Currently, a third of women are turned away 
from underfunded refuges in the UK. 

The group is known for exploits including 
dying the water in Trafalgar Square red, jumping 
on to the red carpet at the premiere of the film 
Suffragette and blocking the doors of the Trea¬ 
sury. 

Ms Brown added: “Domestic violence sur¬ 
vivors will never be safe if funding is not secure. 

“Sisters Uncut demands that funding for 
domestic violence services is ringfenced at a 
national level, so that local councils in north Lon¬ 
don can follow a long-term strategic plan and not 
leave survivors with nowhere to go.” 


North east surgery hub is put on hold 


PATIENTS in part of Enfield 
are facing an uncertain wait 
over whether they will get 
local access to the extended 
evening and weekends 
doctors’ appointments service. 

Three of the four proposed 
surgery hubs have now been 
set-up, serving the north west, 
the south east and the south 


west of the borough as part of 
a £1.8million scheme to make 
it easier to see a GP as well as 
reducing pressure on accident 
and emergency. 

But the north east surgery 
hub has been put on hold 
until June when Enfield 
Clinical Commissioning 
Group will make a decision 


on whether a fourth facility 
is needed. 

The delay has angered 
Enfield’s Over 50s Forum, 
whose president Monty Meth 
said: “Meanwhile, 80,000 
people living in an area from 
Enfield Highway to Waltham 
Cross will find it increasingly 
difficult to access a hub.”

The aims of the group (but not necessarily 
some of its methods) were supported by Krystle 
Fonyonga, Enfield Council’s cabinet member for 
community safety and public health, who 
described government cuts as “short-sighted and 
totally unacceptable”. 

She added: “They had an opportunity with Inter¬ 
national Womens’ Day to make a commitment to 
the cause, but failed to do so.” 

She said survivors of domestic abuse needed 
specialist support and funding for those services 
should be protected by the government.” 

She said that specialists, the council, police and 
the voluntary sector all worked tirelessly to tackle 
domestic abuse, highlighting Enfield Council’s He 
Doesn’t Love You If campaign designed to 
empower young women and girls to spot signs of a 
controlling or abusive relationship.

Monster mash 


BEAUTY AND THE BEAST (PG, 129 mins) 


I F it’s not Baroque, don’t fix it. Those immor¬ 
tal words, uttered in jest by Cogsworth, the 
talking clock in the 1991 animated Beauty 
And The Beast during a guided tour of his mas¬ 
ter’s castle, are largely heeded by director Bill 
Condon for this ravishing live action remake. 

The charm, sweetness, heart-tugging 
romance, infectious songs and rumbustious 
humour of the original - Disney’s finest 
hand-drawn animation - have been lovingly 
polished by screenwriters Stephen Chbosky 
and Evan Spiliotopoulos. 

They embellish perfection with original flour¬ 
ishes to set this handsomely mounted tale as 
old as time apart from its predecessor, includ¬ 
ing melancholic flashbacks and a curious 
interlude of time travel that confirms the grim 
fate of Belle’s mother. 

A few favourite moments, which work beau¬ 
tifully in animated form, but might seem out¬ 
landish in the flesh, have been lost in 
translation, including Gaston’s virtuoso egg 
juggling and Belle’s serenade to a flock of 
hungry sheep. 

Verses of the Oscar-winning songbook com¬ 
posed by Alan Menken with lyrics by Howard 
Ashman have been nipped and tucked, then 
heightened with lush orchestration. 

Three sparkling new ballads, courtesy of 
Menken and lyricist Tim Rice, sit handsomely 
in this exalted musical company, including a 
soaring lament of longing for the Beast 
entitled Evermore that swoons: “I let her steal 
into my melancholy heart/lt’s more than I 
can bear.” 

Us too. 

Strong-willed bookworm Belle (Emma 
Watson) continues to rebuff the amorous 
advances of preening Gaston (Luke Evans), 


who wonders how he'll know when he is 
in love. 

“You’ll feel nauseous!” retorts manservant Le 
Fou (Josh Gad). 

Before Gaston can find out, Belle trades 
places with her inventor father Maurice (Kevin 
Kline) as eternal prisoner of an accursed Beast 
(Dan Stevens) in his crumbling stronghold. 

The gloom of incarceration is lifted by the 
kindness of enchanted servants, including 
tightly-wound clock Cogsworth (Sir Ian 
McKellen), flirtatious candlestick Lumiere 
(Ewan McGregor), clinking teapot Mrs Potts 
(Emma Thompson) and her teacup son Chip 
(Nathan Mack). 

As petals of an enchanted rose fall, Belle 
glimpses beneath the fur of her tormented 
host and acknowledges that “there may be 
something there that wasn’t there before”.

Lumiere’s eye-popping Busby Berkeley- 
esque Be Our Guest is still a showstopper, 
augmented with shimmering digital effects, 
and the title song performed by Thompson 
brings a lump to the throat. 

Not once but twice upon a time, Condon’s 
film promises and delivers a deliriously happy 
every after.

A NEW Ferrari is a pretty big 
deal. The 488 GTB is the 
latest high-performance 
offering from Maranello and a car 
designed to try and eclipse the awe¬ 
inspiring 458 Italia. 

That car was powered by a 4.5-litre 
naturally-aspirated V8 - a true fire¬ 
cracker of an engine which gave the 
458 all the frenetic, tip-toe energy 
you could want from an Italian super¬ 
car. The 488 GTB, in comparison, is 
powered by a 3.9-litre twin-tur- 
bocharged V8. 

Moving to forced induction was a 
big move for Ferrari, especially given 
the reputation set by the 458. How¬ 
ever, with 661bhp and 760Nm on tap, 
the 488 isn’t lacking in power. 

Make no mistake, the 488 GTB is a 
pretty looking car. With air intakes 
sitting in just the right places and a 
supremely low ride height, it looks 
just as you would want a supercar to 


look. Granted, it lacks the out-there 
styling you’d find on a Famborghini, 
but there’s little chance people won’t 
notice you in the 488. 

Ferrari’s image remains impres¬ 
sively strong, with good residuals and 
reputation meaning that wherever 
you go, people will stop and stare - 
but if you’re looking for a car that’ll 
take you under the radar, the 488 may 
not be the one for you. 

Despite being a low, two-seater 
sports car, the 488 GTB offers a 
decent amount of practicality. There’s 
a boot in the nose with a 230-litre 
capacity. It provides enough room for 
two weekend bags, or a week’s worth 
of shopping. 

Inside, there’s a cupholder and a 
tray for keys and phone. There’s also 
a small glovebox, which gives a little 
bit of space for smaller items. A Fer¬ 
rari supercar is never going to be 
practical, but the 488 is easier to get 
along with than you’d expect. 

Where things get really interesting 


is in the low-slung driving position - 
you feel perfectly set up. It isn’t often 
you get into a car and find yourself in 
the right place immediately, but that’s 
just what you get in the 488. 

With a large windscreen and slim 
pillars, there’s an excellent view of 
the road ahead, making it a little more 
comfortable to drive around, espe¬ 
cially in towns. 

Up and running, you immediately 
notice just how easy the 488 is to 
drive. The steering wheel mounted 
buttons are a little complicated - the 
lights, indicators and washers are 
operated here - but after you work 
that out, it feels quite simple to whisk 
along. You could almost be fooled 
into thinking it normal - until you 
press the accelerator, that is. 

The way the 488 gains pace is noth¬ 
ing short of ferocious, with each gear 
bringing with it another fierce wave 
of speed. Keep your foot in it and 
you’ll sail past licence-worrying 
speeds without even realising. Gear¬ 


shifts are supremely quick, while the 
car’s throttle response puts any idea 
that turbocharging negatively affects 
performance out of your mind. 

In figure terms, the 488 GTB will 
reach 60 in three seconds and will 
carry on accelerating to a top speed 
of 205mph, fast in anyone’s book. 
That incredible pace is well matched 
to a chassis that offers all the agility 
you could want and while the steer¬ 
ing is quick, it makes for a car that 
eats up corner after corner. 

You still need to be on your toes 
however, as the large rear tyres fitted 
to the 488 have a tendency to break 
traction quite easily. Although fitted 
with cutting-edge traction control sys¬ 
tems, the 488 still likes to remind you 
that it’s a Ferrari - and should be 
treated with respect. 

The 488 GTB retails for just under 
£185,000. However, few cars will 
actually cost this amount as the 
options list is almost as impressive as 
the car’s performance.

CUP WIN MARRED 
BY KANE INJURY

TOTTENHAM HOTSPUR face an anxious 
wait to see how long Harry Kane will be 
sidelined for after the star striker picked up 
an ankle injury over the weekend. 

Kane hobbled off in just the seventh minute 
of Spurs’ crushing 6-0 victory at home to 
Millwall in the quarter-finals of the FA Cup 
on Sunday and has since undergone scans in 
order to discover the extend of the problem. 

And, with Kane having been ruled out for 
seven weeks with an injury to the same ankle 
earlier in the season, manager Mauricio 
Pochettino admits that it could be some time 
before the top scorer is able to return to 
action. 

“He twisted his ankle - the same one that 
was hurt against Sunderland,” he said. “Now 
it is a matter of waiting. 

“It’s difficult. It looks like a similar situa¬ 
tion to Sunderland, but we’ll see. We need to 
wait and be positive. 

“We can’t cry about it now. We have 
enough players to try and replace him. When 
you lose a player like Harry you know you’ll 
miss him. But it’s important for the people 
who play in his position to score goals.” 

Kane’s injury overshadowed a terrific per¬ 
formance from Tottenham, who outclassed 
Millwall in the last ever FA Cup tie at White 
Hart Fane to set up a showdown against 
Chelsea in the final four of the competition. 

Son Heung-Min - who was allegedly sub¬ 
jected to racist chanting by some of the 
Millwall fans - led the way with a hat-trick, 
while Vincent Janssen scored from open play 
for the first time since joining the club last 
summer and there were also goals from 
Christian Eriksen and Dele Alii. 

“We played very well,” Pochettino said. 


“I’m very pleased with the performance, I 
thought it was fantastic. The job is done and 
we’re in the semi-final at Wembley. 

“We started well and after creating a lot of 
chances we scored and dominated. We con¬ 
trolled the game. I’m happy because in 
theory this was a difficult game. Millwall 
arrived at White Hart Fane in very good 
form, they beat three Premier Feague teams 
in the FA Cup and the way we took to the 
game was fantastic. 

“That is the mentality we need to keep and 
to improve every day. You can only improve 
if you are available to try every day, every 
training session and it’s not a secret, if you 
give your best every day, you can achieve 
that.” 

While Heung-Min stole the show with his 
first hat-trick for the club, the loudest 
cheers of the afternoon were reserved for 
Janssen’s goal. 

The striker has struggled to make an impact 
at Spurs since signing from AZ Alkmaar - 
with all four of his previous goals for the 
club having come from the penalty spot - 
and he was delighted to have got his name 
on the scoresheet. 

“The crowd reaction to the goal was fan¬ 
tastic,” Jansson said. “It’s nice to see they 
were so happy for me. I’ve worked hard for 
that moment and it was nice to see the boys 
happy for me as well. 

“If you are a footballer that’s what you 
want to hear and thanks to the fans, it was 
amazing. It’s fantastic how they support me 
and I really like that, I really appreciate it. 

It’s amazing to play and hear your name 
being sung. 

“We really wanted to go through. We want 
to win trophies, we’re in the semi-final now 
and we have to go on and continue our

Last-gasp anguish for London Skolars 


THE Fondon Skolars suffered an 
agonising last-gasp 24-22 loss at 
Newcastle Thunder in rugby 
league’s Kingstone Press Feague 
One on Sunday.

converted. 

But the Skolars’ efforts proved 
to be in vain as they were denied 
at the death - and a bad ending 
to the clash for the visitors fur¬ 
ther deteriorated when Small was 
dismissed for dissent after the 
final hooter had gone. 

The Fondon Skolars visit 
Swinton Fions in the fourth round 
of the Fadbrokes Challenge Cup 
on Saturday, knowing that victory 
could earn them a tie against 
Super Feague opposition.
